He exemplifies the highest type of democratic leadership and 
as such is a source of strength and confidence to men everywhere 
who are sincerely concerned about the well-being of their 
fellowmen. 


My brothers and I have followed closely President 
Magsaysay' s life and work. We believe deeply in that for which 
he stood* 


The trustees of the Rockefeller Brothers Fund would 
consider it a privilege to have a part in establishing a living 
memorial to the late President. They have authorized me to 
suggest the creation of the Ramon Magsaysay Away to be given 
annually to persons whose demostrated leadership is motivated 
by a concern for the welfare of the people comparable to that 
which characterized the life of Ramon Magsaysay. To this end 
they are prepared to make available the sum of $500,000. It is 
their hope that this contribution will be regarded as the 

beginning of a fund which will be augmented by the contributions 
of others.
